FUNERAL OF CAPTAIN NICHOLS. 


Manila, June 12.—3 p. m.—The fu- 


neial of Capt. Henry Nichols, the 
commander of the United States dou- 
ble-turreted 
monitor 
Monadnock, 


who died from sunstroke on Satur- 
day, took place at Cavite yesterday 
with appropriate naval ceremonies. 
The officers of the fleet were present 
and the flags on all the vessels were 
"half-masted. 


The sudden death of Captain Nich- 


ols was particularly sad because it 
occurred just at the moment when 
the result for which he had hoped 
and worked for months was about 
to be realized, namely, the capture 
of Puranaque and its occupation by 
the American forces. 
The Monad- 


nock has been lying- off Paranaque 
for tvio months past, under fire from 
the rebels almost daily. 
The heat 


there has been intense and the offi- 
cers and men of the Monadnock suf- 
fered greatly. 
The commander-in- 


chief offered to retire the Monad- 
.nock from this trying duty and re- 
phice her by another ship, but Cap- 
tain Nichols preferred to remain, de- 
claring that he did not want to leave 
his post until Paranaque fell and 
the coast from there to Cavite was 
cleared of rebels. 


The heat on Saturday was most 


severe and the monitor was engaged 
all clay in shelling the trenches at 
Paranaque and the rebels were flee- 
ing south through Las Pinas and 
also watching the American troops 
closing in upon the town. 
Captain 


Nichols .was overcome by the heat 
at noon and retired to his cabin, 
where he received frequent reports 
of the operations and gave directions 
for several huors. He became much 
worse at 3 o'clock, lost consciousness 
and expired at 5 in the afternoon. 
Several hours before his death he 
expressed gratification at the way 
events were 'progressing, remarking 
to an officer: 


'•We have got the rebels there at 


last." 


Passenger Cars Jump Track and

Chicago, June 12.—As the Chicago, 


Rock Island and Pacific westbounr' 
express pulled into Geneseo, 111., 1GC 
miles south of Chicago, at 9:50 
o'clock last night three cars left the 
track and crashed into a stock train 
standing on a siding. Fifteen per- 
sons were injured, the three passen- 
gei cars demolished and the stock 
train locomotive disabled.

MANSFIELD AS CYRANO. 


An assemblage that represented 


the fashion and culture of Fort

chill upon it and Mr. Mansfield had 
to thaw it out himself. He succeed* 
ed marvelously with the glow of his 
genius. 
Cyrano—boastful, passion- 


ate, impulsive, poetical, brave, chiv- 
alrous, tender, unselfish Cyrano- 
captured all. After the first act Mr. 
Mansfield's success with his audience 
was undoubted and complete. At the 
conclusion of the last act the people 
would not leave their seats until the 
great actor was made to acknowl- 
edge his triumph. 
It was the most 


perfect and elaborate stage produc- 
tion ever seen in Fort Wayne. The

Paris, June 12.—When President 


Loubet drove to Longchamp Sunday 
to attend the Grand Prix he was the 
hero of a great popular demonstra- 
tion, expressing itself in one form 01 
mother along the whole route from 
the Elysee palace to the race course. 
He remained only a quarter of an 
hour, just long enough to witness 
the race, and, having congratulated 
the owner of the winner, returned to 
the Eylsee, where he arrived at 4 
o'clock without special incident. 


The revisionist and socialist or- 


gans summoned their readers to as- 
semble along the thoroughfares to 
be traversed by the president and his 
party, and from the hour of noon 
thousands of demonstrators set out 
from Montmarte,Belleville and other 
working-class quarters, in big or- 
ganized bands, all wearing a small, 
artificial red flower in the button- 
hole, and marched across Paris, tak- 
ing up positions along the Avenue 
des Champs Eylsees and the Avenue 
du Bois de Boulogne. 


They <gave M. Loubet a tremendous 


ovation, confining their cries almost 
entirely to "Vive Loubet" and "Vive 
la Republique." The president did 
not hear a discordant cry, although 
theie were one 'or two scuffles before 
and after lie passed between the po- 
lice and an occasional hot-headed 
anti-Dreyfusavd who tried to shout 
"A has Loubet" and was immediate- 
ly pounced upon by a swarm of po- 
licemen. 


Although the visit passed off qui- 


etly, the government was prepared 
for every eventuality, the whole dis- 
trict between the Elysee and Long- 
champ literally teeming with troops 
and police. A policeman was sta-

Seattle, Wash., June 12.—A heavy 
wind and snow storm has prevailed 
from the summit clear down to Lake 
Bennett for several clays. The weather 
is now moderating. Wind has bro- 
ken up the ice in Lake Bennett, lay- 
ing open water, through which some 
of the scows and small boats started 
down the lake. 


One large scow, loaded with pota- 


toes and several thousand 
dollars 


worth of merchandise, was caught in 
the ice and crushed. The men were 
all saved but they had a narrow es- 
cape. Their names could not be as- 
certained. 


Lake Summit was frozen solid Fri- 


day night, June 3d, so that wagons 
crossed it in safety. 


The water in Lake Bennett is said 


to be three'feet lower this year than 
last, and eight inches too low for 
launching steamers now on the bank. 
Cariboo crossing, at the lower end of 
Lake Bennett, has only a few inches 
of water in it, and boats cannot pos- 
sibly cross it unless the water rises 
several feet.

TO APPEAL TO PRESIDENT. 


Philadelphia, June 12.—The United 


Labor league of this city has taken 
up the case of the 3,000 seamstresses, 
mostly soldiers' wives, widows and 
daughters, who complain that the 
government has soldiers' clothing 
made by contract, taking from them 
their means of'livelihood. It is said 
about $1,000 000 worth of contracts 
are to be given out, and if so, the 
seamstresses will have no work at 
all. President Chance and Mrs. Dev- 
ereaux, of the league, assert that the 
contract work is done in filthy sweat- 
shops. The league proposes making 
a prompt appeal to President McKin- 
ley to stop the award of the new $1,- 
000,000 worth of advertised con- 
tracts and let the 3,000 women do the 
work at the United States 
arsenal 


here. 


Cleveland, Ohio, June 12.—After a 


quiet Sunday on which no attempt 
was made to run street 
cars, the 


struggle between the Cleveland Elec- 
tric Railway company (Big Consoli- 
dated) and its striking employes was 
renewed in live fashion this morning. 
The company staited the first car foi 
down town from the Lake View 
barns at 10 o'clock. It was guarded 
by deputies and manned by imported 
men. 
It was gieetecl with jeers and 


some missiles were tin 
own. 


\ The next two cars dashed from the 
barns acioss the raihoad 
crossing 


without n stop. 
The city ordinance 


makes it compulsoiy foi the conduc- 
tor of the street car to leave the cm 
and go to the railroad crossing and 
theie signal the inotornian to pro- 
ceed. Two of the strikers were dele- 
gated to secure wni rants for 
the 


crew's of these cars and later both of 
the new motonnen were arrested. 


The first car to leave Lake View ar- 


rived at the square at 9 o'clock. A 
hundred people weie there awaiting 
for it. The car was allowed to depart, 
however, without any demonstration 
beyond the hooting and jeers of the 
crowd. The report that a car had 
passed spread like wildfire, and whei) 
the second car, which arrived at 9:10, 
came along, it was stopped. In a. few 
seconds several thousand people were 
packed around the car. A delegation 
of the strikers boarded the car and 
induced the motorman to leave it. He 
was given an ovation. 


While the strikers were 
talking 


with the motorman and conductor the 
acts of violence which accompanied 
the car's departure from the barns 
were renewed. Stones and decayed 
vegetables were thrown. 
Several 


men who were in sympathy with the 
strikers endeavored to drag the non- 
union men from the car. A strong 
force of police finally charged 
the 


crowd on Euclid avenue. The third 
car out of the barns was attempting 
to make the return trip east on the 
aveaue. Thousands of people and in- 
numerable wagons blocked the thor- 
oughfare and impeded the progress 
of the car. 


The trolley rope was cut 
several 


times and every few moments some 
one would release the lever that con- 
trolled the fender and it would drop 
to the ground. 


The crowd would be beaten back for 


the time being, but before the car 
had proceeded fifteen feet its progress 


Buffalo, 
N. Y., June 
12.—The 


freight handlers (housemen) at the 
New York Central, Lehigh Valley, 
Wabash and Great Northern docks 
did not report for duty today, in obe- 
dience to the order adopted at yes- 
terday's meeting to stiike in sympa- 
thy with the men already out at the 
Erie and Lackawanna docks. 


At the Anchor line clocks sixty un- 


ion men reported for work, but found 
ten non-union men there. They re- 
fused to work with them and 
the 


non-union men weie sent away. At 
the Lehigh docks a few men were at 
work. The outside men have been 
forced into idleness by the strike of 
the 
housemen, and 
consequently 


there is very little work being done 
at the freight docks. 


The present strike is opposed 
by 


very many labor leaders. 


At the Central docks about forty 


men were at work. It is barely pos- 
sible that 
the scoopers and 
other 


longshoremen will be drawn into the 
strike with the housemen, but if they 
are it will be against their own wish- 
es and judgment.

to his whereabouts. 


Milford has not been seen since 


about 5 o'clock last 
Wednesday 


morning1, when he left the Tremont 
hotel, presumably to meet his attor- 
ney who was expected to arrive from 
Boston to place him in possession of 
the large legacy which had recently 
been left to him. He was alone and 
from that hour dates the apprehen- 
sion of his friends, who have been 
searching- for him. In such a case 
he most deplorable calamities, of 
ourse. suggest themselves. 
It is 


eared that he may have met with 
oul play from some one who had 
earned of his good fortune and sup- 
ossci he had a large sum of money 
with him, or that he has been taken 
11 and is now helpless in some hos- 
ital and unable to communicate 
vith his friends. 


Milford's life story is an interest- , 
ng one, but it is tinged with more 
lathos than usually falls to the lot 
f one individual. He is an English- 
man of middle age and came to Fott'**—* 
Wayne late in February or early in 
March. He is a man of more than 
usual intelligence and a most enter- 
taining conversationalist, and soon 
made a number of warm friends to 
whom he confided his life story and 
from whom he sought advice. 
He 


ost his wife and children in the 
great St. Louis cyclone a few years 
ago and this terrible blow saddened 
liis whole life, which since that time 
has been largely spent in traveling 
'rom place to place. 


It was while traveling that cir- 


cumstances compelled him to stop in 
Fort Wayne. He was taken ill on a 
train and as he reached £ds city 
concluded to se?k medical aid. He 
finally went to Hope hospital, where 
he remained several weeks under the 
care of physicians, and while here 
received news of the fortune which 
had been left him through the di- 
vision of the estate of an uncle in 
Australia. His health improved and 
Milford began boarding at the Tre- 
mont hotel. He consulted a promi- 
nent attorney in this city regarding 
his business affairs, and the attor- 


ney, 
as well as all his other Fort 


Wayne acquaintances, took a distinct

exists as the consciousness of moral^ 
law, of a rule of duty. It speaks to 
us when we do not wish to hear, it 
warns and threatens us against our 
wills and when we disobey it con- 
demns and punishes us against our 
wills. And all it does, it does in the 
name and by the authority of a law 
which says 'Thou shalt' and 'Thou 
shalt not.' . <t .. s.' 


"If our moral vision were perfectly 


clear we should perceive truly every- 
thing that we ougiht to do; but as it 
is defective we need the revelation 
of the perfect law which is given us 
in the Bible. And it is this revealed 
law which is binding upon everyone 
who possesses the revelation. 


"What it commands is right and 


what it forbids ,is,;,wrong. And al- 
though happiness is obtainable only 
by obedience, yet not on this ground 
does its obligation rest. Happiness 
is of the result of direct endeavors. 
It is the reflex of being and doing 
right. 
Eight is an ultimate idea 


and fact and the inoral law is obliga- 
tory upon us. The will of God is the 
unerring standard of right, but the 
ground of right lies as deep as the 
abyss of his supremely 'perfect na- 
ture and the foundations of his eter- 
nal throne. 


"Moral obligation is omnipresent. 


Go where you will it follows you. 
Does the moral seem .a bondage to 
you? It would be'a bpndage- beyond 
endurance did no.t God in his merc,y 
provide for bringing you into har- 
mony with it through forgiveness 
and spiritual renewal. As the fact 
stands we ought to rejoice and be 
glad. God calls us to perfect moral 
liberty. 
There is no other perfect 


moral liberty possible to a moral 
creature in this universe. Gradually 
love will bring all the parts of the 
soul under its control, but meantime 
all that wars against love stands 


social, political mid, 
fessodly religious, 
who know the right, are loyal to God 
in their obedience to it, and' who can 
stand for it against opposition, are 
everywhere needed. Every age and 
every time needs them.and they were 
never mbre needed than in this time 
and this age.

Startling Revelations Krought Oat by 


the Senate Iwve*tisatin« Committee 
—Knot-moil* Amount of Fraudulent 
and PoUonona Product* Produced. 


If there is any pmo food manufac- 


tured or sold in this country, the Senate 
Ture Food Investigating Committee 
which took testimony m Chicago, did 
not come across it. The eUdence in 
the bands of that committee tends to 
show that nearly all the commoner 
articles of food are adulterated by the 
manufacturers, and some of thoui with 
deleterious and dangeioub substances. 
One of the witnesses, Dr. II. H. Wiley, 
chief chemist in the Department of 
Agriculture, went so far as to tell the 
committee that 00 per cent, of the 
liquid and solid foods consumed by the 
people of the United States are adul- 
terated. And Dr. Wiley said this state- 
ment was based on his personal inves- 
tigation. He had, so he told the. com- 
mittee, examined and tested almost 
every article of food and drink bought 


ermnoat officials, IB chWfly th« mult, 
but .wholesale loss of life, has occurred. 
In ii report made by A. i, Weddertmrn, 
a special agent of the Agricultural De- 
partment, he calls attention to many 
cases of death. The deleterious sub- 
stances are usually used through Ignor- 
ance, one case of iccord being that in 
which death resulted Irom the use of 
chrome jellow, not onl> to the custom- 
er, but also to the vender and the mem- 
bers of his family. 


Coffee is perhaps the most extensive- 


ly adulterated -rticle. Consumers do 
liot take the trouble to find out wheth- 
er their coffee is genuine or not. Arti- 
ficial coftee beans used to be manufac- 
tured with consummate care, but now- 
adays many pioduceis do not attempt 
to imitate the beans except In color and 
si/.e 
Spurious coffee beans were for- 


meily impoiled liom Oeimany in large 
quantities and to some extent from 
France. But Amei U an manufacturers, 
realizing the profit to be made in the 
trade, entered the field and now make 
better imitations than any that are to 
be imported Flour or almost any 
cereal is mixed with molasses and 
molded to resemble the bean and then 
roasted and coloied Sometimes chieorj 
or burned sugar forms a part of the. 
compound, 
which, although almost 


worthless, is not harmful when com 


leavfea. Coloring Is'-commoto »nd If 
;alled "facing." It general!* consists 
in coating the leaves with powdered 
soapstone, with lead, or plumbago, if 
they are to be black, or with the pow- 
dered soapstone with indigo or Prus- 
sian blue If they are to be green. Oftep 
the 
facing adds materially to th« 


weight of the tea. In England the us« 
of exhausted leaves Is much larger 
than it Is m this country. Spent leaves 
arc bought up from hotels stud coffee- 
houses at merely nominal prices, ami 
are dried and faced below being re- 
sold. They are easily detected by their 
framed and irregular appearance and 
by the small proportion of soluble mat- 
ter remaining In them 


The substitution ot other'leaves for 


those of the tea plant is also mote 
common in Kngland than in the United 
States.
